With 
the dollar left over, all programs 
and activities of the year must be. 
paid for. Needless to say, with a 
budget of this type, little can be 
done.” With tfye withdrawal from 
the national organization will come 
a two-dollar reduction in the dues, 
all of which will go to the local 
cluST a situation advantageous to 
the club members as well as the 
club itself. „ 

Proposed plans to raise money 
to preserve national membership 
had -fallen through. Among these 
plans was. one to sell spirit badges 
at the football games, but the , 
club was Unable to obtain the 
necessary concession. They also 
tried to obtain old game films of 
the Chicago Bears, but Jhe team 
wouldn’t mail them. .

ranged transportation to classes. 
W'e don’t feel that it’s right for 
the administration to keep moving 
us all over the place for purely 
economic reasons. We’ve paid our 
room and hoard and. we feel we’re 
entitled to the same kind of 
treatment that the students living 
on campus are getting.”. _ 

Denny - also noted that at first 
the students in the hospital were 
“messed up” by being moved into 
the hospital; but they did manage 
to make it liveable and now they

- “We appreciate the concern of 
the administration,” Denny added.

Student rights and ‘freedom at 
Saint Joseph’s College were criti- 
cized, compared, and congratulated 
at the Tuesday meeting of the 
school’s chapter of the American 
Association of University Pro- 
fessors (AAUP). 

Dr. John Bucholtz, associate, 
professor of, political science and 
chairman of the chapter’s com- 
mittee on student rights, used the 
AAUP’s “Joint Statem e n t on 
Rights and Freedoms of Students” 
to discuss the role of the student 
in determining school policy arid 
wielding power. Each article of 
the AAUP manifesto was examin- 
ed in the light of its application 
at Saint Joseph’s. 

The burning issue ’of “ . . . 
arbitrary^ power and the imposi- 
tion of formal and bindilfg re- 
straints on that power in order to 
maintain humane and civilized re- 
lations” was given by Dr. Buc- 
holt'S; as ml reason for a codifig/ 
system of this type at Saint Jo- 
seph’s. Although not existing here 
as a single document, many of the 
AAUP’s articles are included in 
existing school - policy. 

The college received good marks 
on such matters' as student in- 
volvement in school governance, 
freedom of the student to learn, 
liberty of student organizations in 
bringing speakers to campus, ..pro- 
tecting students’, records from 
improper disclosure, and reform 
of the school policy ^on campus 
publications. 

Student representatives present- 

dy '"sit, but dt> not ' voterln the" 

faculty assembly, have been .in- 
termittently allowed to take part 
in deliberations of the Student 
Life Committee and Academic Sen- 
ate, and enjoy other" forms q,f 
participation in school policy-mak- 
ing. Bucholtz felt that these posi- 
tions should be extended to other 
committees and formalized, but 
noted * that “the major initiative 
to achieve greater involvement in 
the government of the College 
must come from the Students 
themselves.” 

Free access to all colleges and 
universities for all students re- 
gardless of race was another point 
in -the AAUP document wjiich 
.Saint Joseph’s measured "up to, 
although Dr. Bucholtz admitted 
that information was lacking in 
some parts of this question. < -

AAUP Okays Publications’ Reforms

concerning student publications. 
Jurisdiction of them was tr^ns- 
f erred fro m the. Off ice of Develop- 
ment to the Academic Dean and 
faculty. Freedom of censorship 
was again restated by the faculty 
resolution, to the extent that the 
school name and seal will soon be 
removed from Stuff and a dis- 
claiming statement added on the 
editorial page to make it clear 
that only the views of the student 
editors and’ writers appear on its 
pages. 

Reform in disciplinary policy 
was made obvious by the AAUP 
statement, and suck a movement 
was , initiated last spring. Details 
of the proposed changes fall in 
line with articles of the AAUP 
statement except for i.thre^ de- 
ficiencies, Bucholtz said. : 

The proposal fails, to give an 
accused student his choice of an 
open or closed hearing before the 
student Disciplinary Review Board, 
does not specify that “the college 
should not follow up on punitive 
action taken by civil authorities 
with punishment of its own unless 
a school regulation has been vio- 
lated, and"- does not define what 
behavior constitutes an offense 


against the college community. 

Bucholtz concluded by admitting 
that despite its problems, Saint 
Joseph’s is making progress in 
this area of student rights.. “This 
college along with others is mov- 
ing gradually down the road to 
responsible and fair treatment of 
students as judged by contempor- 
ary, enlightened standards.”

Saint Joseph’s may seem out- 
wardly calm about its coeduca- 
tional experiment, but there is a 
strong undercurrent of confusion 
caused ^by this endeavor. We’re not 
referring to the obvious problems 
of , housing and curriculum, al- 
though it is very . difficult ! 'to de- 
cide whether or not men and 
women should be allowed to share • 
the same home-economics course. 

Particularly burdened is Father 
Wise, whose job it is to compile 
the student handbook for next 
year, To do this, he must adapt 
our ni'asculine-minded standards to 
a more feminine viewpoint.
